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A MISSION BEGETS A MISSION 


For ten years, ever since 1947, our Lutheran mis- 
sion in Nigeria has had a dream: to send out and 
finance its own missionary. 


It has much to show for its twenty-one years - a 
chain of 10C elementary schools, teachers! school, 
seminary, “6spital, orphanage; native pastors, 
teachers and medical aids - but not a foreign 
missionary. 

Years ago, the annual synod — which our Nigerian 
brethren call the Aqua Esop or "Great Assembly" — 
had resolved to establish a mission outside their 
own province. In 1957 that dream came true. 


325 miles northeast, of Obot Idin, headquarters of 
the mission, is the province of Ogoja. It's a land 
of peanuts, no cows , tsetse flies, nudism and 99% 
illiteracy. 


The language is Vales vastly different from Hfik, 
the tongue of the Lutheran mission.Roman Catholics 
have a monopoly on the schools but just in -this 
sphere is our opportunity. A Scottish missionary 
society, about to move to another area, is ready 
to hand its several schools over to our mission. 
In Apri!t 1957, a team of two missionaries —- the one 
American, the other Nigerian — entered Ogoja. 


The American with his wife and two children began 
work among the Yache Gabu clan. In six months he 
had eight preaching places, with ten more villages 
asking for his ministry. The first church was built 
at a place called Alifokpu. 


Thirty miles away the Nigerian missionary, Pastor 
Etim, began his mission to the Ishibori tribe. The 
eyes of Nigerian Lutherans are. upon him in a very 
special way. Pastor Etim is their very own mission-— 
ary. With their own funds Nigerian Lutherans will 
build his church and pay his salary and expenses. 
Congratulations to a sister Church inanother part 
of the British Commonwealth! Pray that the Holy 
Spirit riay soften the heathen ye of the Yache 
Gabus and of the Ishiboris.
